Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

For  the  Year  Ended  31st  December,  19&5 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ventnor  Urban  District  Council 


Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  19&5  in 
accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  birth  rate  continued  to  be  a  little  above  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  10.8  compared 
favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  19*9*  Out  of  85  births 
7  were  illegitimate . 

Coronary  thrombosis,  stroke  and  cancer  continued  to  be  the  main 
causes  of  death.  During  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  provide  tests 
for  detecting  certain  types  of  cancer,  ih  women  in  the  early  stages. 
When  this  scheme  becomes  fully  established  deaths  from  cancer  in 
women  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  should  1  be  significantly  reduced.  Local 
doctors  are  specially  interested  in  this  new  method  of  prevention. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases.  There  was  only 
one  case  of  tuberculosis  notified.  No  measles  cases  were  reported 
but  this  was  not  a  year  in  which  measles  occurred  in  epidemic  form. 
Measles  will,  of  course,  continue  to  return  periodically  unless  some 
effective  and  acceptable  method  of  immunisation  becomes  available. 
Reports  received  during  the  year  suggested  that  this  may  be  achieved 
in  the  not  too  distant  future.  There  were  also  indications  that  a 
successful  vaccine  against  german  measles  is  also  emerging. 

Clean  food  continued  to  be  one  of  the  main  objectives  of  the 
Health  Department.  In  a  seaside  resort  food  hygiene  is  of  paramount 
importance.  During  the  season  there  are  factors  such  as  warm 
weather,  maximum  pressure  on  kitchen  facilities  and  staff  problems 
which  create  a  situation  in  which  food  contamination  and  food  poison¬ 
ing  are  more  liable  to  occur.  No  outbreaks,  however,  occurred 
during  the  year  and  hoteliers  and  other  food  handlers  in  this  district 
have  been  particularly  co-operative  in  this  respect.  Visits  to 
premises  revealed  above  average  standards  of  food  hygiene  in  most 
instances  but  in  others  there  was  still  room  for  improvement. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  that  clean  food  is  not 
merely  a  matter  of  common  sense  and  good  intentions.  A  certain 
amount  of  expert  knowledge  is  also  required  and  for  this  reason 
courses  in  food  hygiene  are  now  held  each  winter.  Last  winter 
fifteen  from  the  Ventnor  district  passed  the  St.  John's  Ambulance 
Brigade  certificate  in  this  subject  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a 
more  advanced  course  leading  to  the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Health  was  introduced. 

While  performing  the  duties  of  School  Medical  Officer  in  the 
Ventnor  district  I  was  pleased  to  note  the  high  standards  of  health 
amongst  the  school  children.  There  were  certainly  no  signs  of 
neglect,  in  fact  a  minority  suffered  from  "under  neglect"  caused 
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by  over  anxious  parents.  Children  of  this  group  have  insignificant 
minor  ailments  for  which  their  lives  are  unnecessarily  restricted. 
Such  cases  can  usually  be  dealt  with  by  allowing  time  to  talk  to 
the  parents  and  to  give  the  necessary  guidance  and  reassurance. 


It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  health  of  the  district 
remains  good  and  compares  favourably  with  anywhere.  This  is  not 
surprising  in  view  of  the  clean  air,  the  sunshine  and  the 
proximity  to  the  sea.  Furthermore,  in  such  a  hilly  area,  few 
except  the  car- bound  and  the  house-bound  (e.g.  the  television 
addicts)  suffer  from  lack  of  exercise. 

My  thanks  sire  again  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for 
their  continued  efficient  work  and  loyal  support. 

The  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  has  greatly  helped  me  in  my  task.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  full  year’s  report 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  work  in  the  Urban  District  and 
I  most  sincerely  express  ray  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  D.W.  Quantrill,  for  the  opportunity  of  presenting 
it  as  a  separate  item. 

Emphasis  has  again  been  on  Food  Hygiene  and  the  education 
of  food  handlers  and  a  further  course  of  instruction  enabled  15 
more  hoteliers  to  obtain  St.  John  Ambulance  Association’s  Certifi¬ 
cate  in  Food  Hygiene.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Quantrill  and  to 
Mr.  Tubb,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Sandown/Shanklin,  for 
acting  as  Examiners. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  special  investigations 
were  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
concerning  lighting  of  premises,  and  it  would  appear  that  much 
improvement  will  be  needed  should  the  Ministry  of  Labour  introduce 
the  expected  Lighting  Regulations. 

The  Rodent  Control  Contract  Scheme  proved  to  be  an  important 
part  of  the  Department's  work,  the  number  of  members  slowly  increases 
and  from  a  Public  Relations  point  of  view  must  be  very  useful. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  R.  Norman,  the  Rodent  Operative,  for  the 
very  able  way  in  which  he  conducts  this  side  of  the  work,  and 
indeed  for  all  the  work  that  he  carries  out. 

My  thanks  are  due  also  to  Mrs.  D.  Morris  for  the  part  she 
plays  in  running  the  office  6ide,  as  I  am  of  necessity  out  of  the 
office  for  most  of  the  day,  she  has  to  be  on  hand  to  deal  with 
enquiries,  as  well  as  carry  on  the  normal  work  routine. 

Finally,  may  I  express  ray  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  consideration  in  every  way,  and  to  acknowledge 
the  help  I  have  received  from  my  fellow  officers  whenever  I  have 
had  occasion  to  ask  them  for  their  advice  or  assistance.

The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered  and  is  not  liable 
to  plumbo- solvent  action. 

The  sampling  of  water  at  source  and  during  treatment  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Water  Board. 

Copies  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  reports  are  supplied 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  Public  Health  Inspector.

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During  the  months  of  November  and  December  investigations 
were  made  as  to  the  lighting  of  premises  under  Section  8  of  the 
Act,  when  it  was  found  that  few  of  the  offices  and  shops  measured 
up  to  the  recommended  standard  suggested  by  the  Illuminating 
Engineering  Society. 

The  Ministry  have  the  question  of  lighting  regulations 
under  consideration. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Two  hundred  and  ninety-three  premises  were  treated  during 
the  year,  the  Rodent  Operative  making  3i64l  visits  including 
routine  inspections.  The  annual  testing  and  treatment  of  the 
Council's  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  no  infestations 
were  found. 


Contract  Scheme 


The  Contract  Scheme  relating  to  business  premises  is  now 
well  established  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  sixty  business  premises 
were  under  contract.

Complaints  of  insect  pests  included

Treatment  and  eradication  of  the  above  insect  pests  were 
carried  out  by  modern  insecticides.  A  charge  of  5/-  was  levied 
in  respect  of  destruction  of  wasps*  nests. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Surveyor  and  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is 
maintained  except  during  the  season  when  a  twice  weekly  collection 
is  made  from  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a  disused 
lime  quarry  and  during  19&5  a  further  tip  in  Wroxall  was  brought 
into  use. 

Frequent  visits  to  both  tips  have  been  made  by  the  Rodent 
Operative,  which  has  kept  the  rodent  population  down  to  a  minimum. 
Regular  insecticidal  spraying  is  also  carried  out  and  no  complaints 
of  fly  infestation  were  reported. 
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Sewerage 


In  a  hilly  district  such  as  Ventnor  it  is  impracticable 
to  provide  a  central  sewage  disposal  plant. 

The  outlying  village  of  Wroxall  is  sewered  to  a  disposal 
plant,  the  effluent  being  discharged  after  treatment  into  an 
adjoining  ditch. 

During  the  year  the  Council  took  over  responsibility  for 
a  former  private  disposal  plant  in  the  St.  Lawrence  area. 

Otherwise  the  St.  Lawrence  area  is  served  by  (a)  cesspools; 
(b)  modern  septic  tank  systems. 

Bonchurch  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  district  is  served  by 
(a)  cesspools;  (b)  modern  septic  tank  systems.  One  large 
establishment  has  a  private  sewer  outfall  to  the  sea. 

Ventnor  sewage  is  discharged  to  the  sea  from  the  outfalls. 

The  Council  operates  a  cesspool  emptying  service.
